Mrs. Raymond Wuerz, who lives 
two blocks away from the drug 
store at 5635 Walsh street, testi- 
fied that shortly after 8 o'clock 
Prince shuffled across the lawn of 
her home when she was standing 
on the porch, and, ‘with a pistol in 
his hand, forced her husband to 
drive him away in the Wuerz auto- 
mobile. 

Police téstified that Prince’s au- 
Smmobile, abandoned by the robber, 
was found parked within 300 feet 
of the drug store. Prince’s mother, 
they testified, obtained possession 
of the car after his arrest. 

The robber, after forcing Wuerz 
to drive him around for nearly an 
hour, got out of the car at Eecoff 
and Manchester avenues. ‘Twenty 
minutes later Prince was arrested 
by police who had received a radio 
broadcast describing the robber as 
“about 6 feet; 155 to 165; light 
khaki trousers; dark sweater or 
lumber jacket; walks with a slow, 
shuffling gait.” 

Wuerz, at the time a warrant 
was issued against Prince, identi-.

The reinvestigation of WPA. 
workers undertaken by the. St. 
Louis Relief Administration result- 
ed in 2300 of the 20,600 investigated 
being dropped from the WPA pay- 
rolls, it was announced today by 
P. H. Byrns, co-ordinator of the 


relief administration. The inquiry 
was completed yesterday. 

Byrns said the intention had been 
to replace the 2300 dropped with 
new workers chosen from.the relief 
rolis; but this could not be done; he 
said, because there are not more 
than 800 or 900 persons on the te-/ 
lief rolls who are able to do the 
sort of work provided by the WPA. 

More than half of those dropped, 
Byrns said, were laid off because 
their economic situation had im- 
proved ‘since they were’ originally 
certified by the relief administra- 
tion as eligible for WPA employ- 
ment. - — ° 

The others laid off were in four 
classifications—persons over the 
age of 70, who are eligible for old 
age pensions; persons with physical 
disabilities; mothers with small 
children who needed their atten- 
tion; and persons who were mem- 
in which ‘the 
normal wage earner for the family 
was employed in private industry. 

There were, before the recent lay 
offs,22,000 WPA workers in St. 
Louis, and on the relief rolls there 
are about 12,000 “cases”—families 
and unattached persons. 

The investigation concerned only

centage of WPA workers in key 
positions who were not chosen 
from the relief rolls were not in- 
vestigated.

men.” They are not listed in the 
stamp catalogues of the world. and 
are being described in the philatelic 
press as.rarities. 

The original plan was to use these 
stamps on mail which a German 
“commercial submarine” was to 
carry to the United States through 
the Allied blockade. Postal negotia- # 
tions with America had been com. 
pleted after the submarine Deutsch 
land had touched the North Amen 
ican continent twice. 

But when the second “diving 
boat,” the Bremen, was ready to 
leave with the first mail bags in 
1917, America declared war on Ger- 
many. The submarine voyage was § 
canceled and the letters on board — 
returned. 


The two-cent Army and two-cent 
Navy stamps was placed on first- 
day sale at Washington yesterday, 
and Philatelic Agency was crowd 
ed with orders for these two 
stamps. Orders also came to the 
agency for first-day covers. The 
agency does not handle first-day 
covers of any of the new issues, 
these being tdken care of only at 
the Washington city postoffice.

The portraita on both the two 
cent Army and Navy stamps we 
engraved by John Eissler. The por- 
trait of Stephen Decatur on the 
two-cent Navy stamp is from the 
original by G. R. Hall, now in pos- 
session of the library of the Navy 
Department. The portrait of Thomas 
MacDonough on the same stamp 
was taken from the original by J. 
W. Jarvis, commissioned by the 
New York State Corporation for the 
purpose. 

» The portrait of Andrew Jackson 
on the two-cent Army stamp was 
taken from a statue of Jackson now 
in the Hall of Fame in the United 
States Capitol Building. The sculp- 
tress was Belle Kinney Scholz. The 
portrait of Winfield Scott on the 
two-cent Army stamp was taken 
from a statue now in the United 
States Soldiers Home at Washing- 
ton, D. C.. The sculptor for this 
statue was Launt Thompson. 

The lettering on the two-cent 
Army stamp was by E. M. Hall, 
and on the two-cent Navy, E. M. 
Weeks. The design of the Hermb 
tage on the two-cent Army stamp 
was engraved by H. R. Rollins, and 
the sailing vessel and border work 
on the two-cent Navy stamp Ww" 
designed by Carl! T. Arit.
